Mr. Heed's offense 


in 18UO was, as Mr. Crisp pointed out 
recently, not in counting a quorum aft- 
er the rules of the house authorized him 
to do to, but iu seizing the power to do 
so before the rules were adopted. 
In 


short, ho usurped authority in order to 
gat a rule giving him authority. 
Bnt 


even that rule ho now throws over, 
thereby practically confessing that it 
conld not be made to work without 
gross unfairness and mistakes, and goes 
back to a form of the rule first proposed 
years ago by a Democratic congressman, 
Mr. Tucker." 


Under the rule as now adopted tho 


sergeant-at-arms is to bring in absent 
members, and their produce is to bo 
noted by the clerk on roll cali.

tofore recognized by the League of Ameri' 
can Wheelmen were abolished at'ycster^ 
day's session of the national convention; 
and cycle riders are now in exactly tho 
same category as are all other athletes 
•nd sportsmen. In the future the league 
will recognize no grades of amateurs. 
Any rider who does not live strictly up to 
the rules 
governing non-professional 


sports will be placed in the ranks ot the 
professionals. This result was reached by 
the repeal of all the clauses in the league 
constitution creating classes "A" and 
"B," and defining the status of the men 
who formerly belonged to them. 


The convention took this radical step 


during its afternoon sessionj while con- 
sidering a large number of amendments 
to the constitution proposed by the racing 
board and designed to further regulate 
and define the positions of class "B". men 
There were a dozen or more of these 
amendments, and several o£ them had 
been adopted when Mr. Mott offered an 
amendment abolishing class "B" entirely.

Ing voice. A resolution was then adopted 
that all members of the league who are at

If a coun- 
try can purchase cheaper from abroad than 
from its neighbors, .it will do so. Until It 
is shown that the Baltimore and Richmond 
markets .can supply flour cheaper than tiie 
ArgHiitice Republic, Brazil will continue 
to purchase from her southern neighbor.— 
ise\v York Tribune.

Victim Drugged From Jail and Handed 


to tlxe Xeariest Tree.

and hanged to a tree. The mob numbered 
only 15 men, but they -were fully armed 
and carried sledge hammers.

The march was then taken up to the 


courthouse yard, two blocks away, amid a 
perfeuifusilade of pistol shots. The mob 
seemed • almost frenzied, ar^| showed no 
sympathy. .

ues his experiments with Roentgen rays, 
and, although many of his experiments 
were unsuccessful, ho Is as enthusiastic as 
ever, and declares he will try photograph- 
ing a brain as' soon as he secures rays 
strong enough to suit his purpose. • The 
most important discovery made by him 
was that the llickering noticeables iu the 
fluorescent .tuhea is controlled by tho vac- 
uum in the glass bulbs and not by the 
force fluctuation of the electric current, as 
has been 'supposed. This discovery was 
made by placing two tubes on the same 
circuit, when in one the fluorescence, fiiclc- 
ered considerably and the others remained 
steady. Edison proposes to try if the rays 
can bs sent ovtsr a telephone wire, placing 
the diaphragm of one receiver in front of 
a tube and a receiver at the other end of 
the wire in an adjoining room, in front of 
a sensitized plate. If the experiment is 
successful, he says tho possibilities a£-the 
application of tho rays will bo immense, 
and may" include a practical device for 
sending pictures by telegraph.
